A Just Estimate oi Grant as a Soldier 
by a Nortwerner. 


From the Ch‘cago Times, 20th. 


The Tribune on Sunday informed the 
country that Grant never lost a battle. 
As Grant was licked at Belmont, and 
again at Shiloh, and suffered two <isas- 
trous repulses in his assaults in May, 
1863, before Vicksburg, it is seen that 
the Tribune’s assertion is somewhat at 
variance with thé facts. The strategist 
of that sheet also asserts that Grant's 
“theory was that a battle should always 
cost the enemy more than it cost him,” 
and yet it is the fact that just the re- 
verse is the truth. Grant was al svrays 
willing to lose three men in order to 
kill one of his enemy, basing his wil- 
lingness upon his celebrated utterance 
that his “cat's tail” was the 
Had Grant not been 
possessed of more than twice 
as many men as Lee, the latter 
m ght have taken Washington in piace 
of the former taking Richmond. It 
was four to one that drove Lee back; 
and even then Richmond would scazce- 
ly have been taken had not Sherman 
commened moving from the souta. 
Grant was not a strategist in any sense 
ofthe word. All he knew of war was 
to keep “hammering” away, conscious 

only of the fact that in the end superi- 
ority in numbers and in supplies must 
give success. In truth, our late war, 
outside of Sherman’s Atlanta campaign, 
had very little strategy in it. In nesrly 

all other instances it was simply a case 
to give and take, in which not gaiae- 

ness but weight had the best of it. 

Von Moltke is credited with saying 

that our war was simply the mad con- 

tact of two armed mobs. Always ex- 

cept Sherman’s movements, that is 

pretty much all there was ef it. The 

soldiers of Europe will certainly lcok 
on Grant with much curiosity as a man 
who lost more lives and accomplished 

less for the sacrifice than in any war 
known to history. They certainly can- 

not have any admiration for his mil- 
itary genius, for the reason that they 
will not be apt to regard mere stolid- 
ity, mere willingness to lose three mén 
to kill one of the enemy, as oe 4 eyi- 
dence of ability. He will undoubtedly 
attract much attention; but, as said, it 
will be rather curiosity than anything 
else. Grant, as shown by history, 
lacks in ali the purely intellectuai 
qualities of a first-class soldier. He 
has no culture to recommend him in 
other respects. It is a very well-knov. n 
fact that the men with whom he has 
associated since the war, who have been 
his friends and intimates,have not been 
men noted either for their -ocial,morai, 
or intellectual worth. Hence, Grant 
has not had that oppor‘unity which is 
afforded by contact with the more ro- 
fined elements to acquire polish. He 
is yet as uncouth,or nearly so, as when 
he left his tannery at Galena to take 
charge of an Illinois regiment.

THE DRATH ALAN | 


In Bloomfield, a little town in the 
unty ot Stoddard, state of Missouri* 
ied two brothers, Poindexter and 
@ames Edmondson. Poindexter, the 
elder, a smart, intelligent 
young man of twenty-seven, who had 
for years cared for and protected his 
younger brother James. The latter wa; 
of feeble mind, but was remarkable 
for the affection displa toward his 
The slightest wish of 

Poindexter was to James a sacred com- 
mand, and the affection was returned 
in an equal degree by the older broth- 
er. Last summer Poindexter had some 
trouble with a man named Wm. Shaw, 
and in the fight which ensued Ed- 
mondson was struck on the head with 
a brick by Shaw and seriously injured. 
He was confined to his room for a con- 
siderahle length of time, and during 
his confinement very naturally gave 
expression to such remarks as III get 
t even with him,” “I'll fix Shaw for 
his,” etc. These expressions were no- 
ticeJ and remembered by many people 
who called to see him, though nobody 
paid any great attention — at that 
time. During the illness of Poindexter, 
James showed remarkable fits of vio- 
ient anger toward Shaw, whenever he 
saw his brother’s wound; and long 4af- 
terward, when the wound had healed, 
he would fly into a violent fit of rage 
2 of the scar in his brother's 


SHAW MURDERED. 


One day last October Poindexter, 
while sitting with his brother, suddealy 
put his hand to his head, complaining 
that it ached terribly, and that he be- 
lieved that Shaw had given nim a 
wound from which he would never en- 
tirely recover. James had his usual 
paroxysm, and Poindexter tried to

#oothe him, mentally finuing fault with 


himself for so thoughtlessly speaking 
of this subject before his half-crazed 
brother. 

The next day James disappeared and 
that night Shaw was found cut to pieces 
with a butcher knife and quite dead in 
his room. Suspicion at once fastened 
upon Poindexter Edmondson, because 
of the iormer trouble he had had with 
Shaw and hie threats during and since 
hisillness. He was arrested and thrown 
inio prison. . 

For two days the most agonizing 
thoughts filled the mind of Poindexter 
in regard to the murder. The actions 
of his brother James, his disappear- 
ance and the murder following upon it, 

ointed in his mind to his brother 
ames as the murderer of Shaw. But 
he iheroically kept his mouih sealed. 
Ou the third day James returned and 
eonfessed to his brother that*he had 


murdered Shaw, and wanted todenounce 
himself at once and take his place be- 
hind the bars with his brother. But 
Poindexter refused to allow it. In the 
most binding way and in the most 
sacred manner he commanded his 
brother never to tell anybody the facts 
in the case. to obeying his 
brother’s slightest Wish, he readily 
made the required promises. 
PJINDEXTER SENTENCED TO DEATH. 
The trial of Poindexter came on, and 
the best attoraeys that could be found 
were employed in the defense. They 
did all that could be done, yet they 
were convinced that Poindexter was 
keeping back from them some impor- 
tant truth about the matter. They 
urged upon him the necessity of con- 
fiding everything to his attorneys; but 
be invariably replied that he had told 
all about the case that tie could tell and 
all he knew. The trial ended, and the 
jury brought in a verdict of guilty of 
murder in the first degree, and the un- 
fortunate man was sentenced to be 
hanged on May 22, 1877. The attor- 
neys tried by every meaus to get anew 
trial, to have the supreme court review 
the decision of the lower court, but in 
vain, and the voung man prepared for 
his almost unheara of sacrifice. As a 
last resort an appeal was made to Gov. 
Phelps for interference ; but after every 
argument had been exhausted, the

RUSSIAN INTENIIONS LAID BARE. 


A Letter From the Czar te the Em- 
press of Russia. 


Paris, June 8.—The communication 
which Russia sends to London is not a 
note in the diplomatic sense, but a letter 
from Prince Gortschakoff in reply to 
Lord Derby, which Count Schouveloff 
took with him to St. rg. In 
his letter, Lord Derby drew the atten- 
tion of Russia to the various 
where English interest should be af 
fected. if Russian action extends so far. 
They were mentioned in Mr. Cross’s 
speech in parliament, and arethe Suez 
Hepp, Constantinople Dar- 
danelles and the Persian gulf. 
the prince’s * ie prec sed tices 
up these points, | explains t 
Russia does not interfere with any one 
of them. Prince Gortechakoff 
ackaowledges the international 
and commercial. importance of the 
Suez canal, and gives most positive 
assurances that Russia dees not intend 
in any way totouchit. Russia,indeed, 
thinks herself entatled, as a matter of 


right, to carry the war to nr but 
explains that any action in that direc- 
tiom has never even taken into 
consideration. As the Persian 
gulf, Russia thinks that so important a 
maritime passage as the Dardanelles 
must always be regulated by interna- 
tional agreement, gnd not by one 
power alone. She disclaims 
any intention of acquiring Constanti- 
nople, though at the same time she 
could not consent to its possession by 
any other Christian power. The com- 
munication is silent as r any 
temporary ty of Constantino- 
ple, which may ome necessary, and 
ensue in the course of Russia’s military 
achievements. The leiter goes on to 
say that Russia has remained true to 
her programme, in aiming solely at 
improving the condition of the Chrir- 
tians in Turkey, which can only be 
done by coercing the porte. As soon 
as Russia has achieved this she will 
fall back on the resolutions of the Con- 
stantinople conference, and contend 
for such guarantees as will insure the 
efficacy of the reforms, asking the 
powers to take up the thread where it 
is broken by dissolution of the confer- 
ence.

COL. A NM. BECK.

Then where does the money come from

With a debt of more than eleven 
millions, augmented by the waste of 
hundreds of thousands more annually 
above our resources, what can the 
future be but bankruptcy and ruin. 
Now, it is true that our disbursemeiits 
include the payment not onlv of the 
interest on our public debt, but bonds 
as they fall due. But the debt is not 
reduced materially; we issue new bonds 
to pay off old ones.

How iz it 
that we came out of the war owing 
three miilions only, and when the dem- 
ocrats succeeded to power after Bul- 
lock’s flight they found a debt upon the 
state of over $18,000,000? * * 
We cannot trust the legislature. 
They violated the will of the people 
upon this subject in giving aid to the 
Canton and Cherokee railroad. They 
will continue to doit. There is to-day 
no barrier between the people and the 
exercise by the legislature of this dan- 
gerous power. The people in conven- 
tion alone can and will protect us. If 
for nothing else, the people owe it 
to themselves and their children to 
have a convention, and place an ab.o- 
lute prohibition in the constitution and 
stop this drain upon the people. * * * 
We need reform, especially in our leg- 
islative department. From 1868 to 1870 
legis'atures cost the people au averuge 
for each year of $324,000. The legisla - 
ture of 1876 cost $111,000, of which 
$26,000 was paid to the clerical ex- 
penses. The legislatures from 1868 to 
1877 cost the state on an average of 
over $180,000 a year. ew, 
this rate, can we ever re- 
duce our public debt? The rule is, 
with an individual when embarrasseJ, 
cut down expenses and live on less, 
and pay all over expenses upon debts. 
This ought to be the rule with govern- 
ments. N It has been 
demonstrated to my satistaction that 
we can reduce the legislature to one 
hundred members— reduce the per 
diem to four dollars a day- change to 
iennial sessions. Ihe expenses for 
clerical services can be reduced to $4,- 
000. Then estimate the mileage at $5,- 
000, You will see that we can have. u 
forty day session at the expense of only 

25,000 this is practicable, and I 
do not see why it is not, we can save io 
the impoverished tax payers of Geor- 
gia in ‘en years over one million five 
hundred thousand dollars, and in my 
judgment ha ve wiser and better laws.

Mr. Carme., ILL., June 5.—Heavy, 
dark clouds banked upon the western 
horizon vesterday gave promise of a 
centinuance of the rain which had fall- 
en atintervals during the day. The 
hour, as near as can ascertained, 
was 3:35 inthe afternoon. Men who 
were looking io the west said: There 
is a bigrain coming on over there ” 
Suddenly a strange commotion was 
noticed in the cloudy banks. The air 
was filled with a mighty noise, like the 
rolling of waves high up on the sea 
shore.

The air was 
filled with wrecks of houses, stores and 
missiles of every sort. The crash ol 
falling buildings was heard on every 
hand. 
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THE DEATH-DEALING CONE 


passed through the town, making a 
terrible mark east on Fourth street, the 
prettiest of the streets of this bright 
little town. lu two minutes all was 
over. The cyclone seemingly having 
exhausted the vials of its wrath on Mt. 
Carmel, passed through the town, and 
at its eastern verge went upwards and 
ceased to work harm. The roaring 
noise died away, and the rain fell in 
blinding torrents. The streets fillec 
with people, and shouts of terror and 
excitement rent the air on every hand. 
Nothing could be seen but devastation. 
The streets were impassable by reason 
of the debris. Buildinge continued to 
crash and fall. Men and women, crazed 
with fear, were panic-stricken. School 
children, mirac lously delivered from 
the jaws of death, were wildly search- 
ing tor their parents. Groanson every 
hand told of strong men in agony. 
Horses darted wildly past, filled with 
the terror of the scene. Suddenly 
above all rose the terrible cry of fire! 
and the lurid flames bursting wildly 
from the ruins of what five minutes 
before had been the finest and most 
substantial pusiness block in the town, 
verified the alarm. This was the time 
for heroes to come to the front, and 
they responded. 

MEN, BLEEDING AND WOUNDED, 
hurried to the scene. One man, cooler 
than the rest, remembering that 
Mount Carmel was without fire extin- 

uishing apparatus, ran to the depot. 
He telegraphed to Vincennes: “Our 
town isin ruins and in flames. Send 
us aid Within ten minutes from the 
receipt of the telegram the Vincennes | 
steam fire engine was at the Vincennes 
depot. A special train over the Cairo 
and Vincennes road was hastily con- 
tributed. The distance to the luckless 
1own was tweutv-four miles. A ride 
of thirty-seven wild, exciting minutes 
brought the firemep and their engines 
to the scenes, and there they worked 
as only brave men can. Three large 
brick buildings have been wrecked by 
the cyclone. Combustible material had 
started the fire. There are men under 
these fiery ruins,” sail the mayor of 
Mt. Carmel, who was on the ground.

DRYING FRUIT. 


As the fruit season is approaching 
we take occasion to advise the exten- 
sive drying of peaches and apples. 
This can be done now much more ex- 
peditiously ahd perfectly than formerly, 
by means of the fruit drying machines 
or “fruit evaporaters’” now in use. 
Unfavorable weather can not then in- 
terfere with the process, and the fruit 
thus prepared, is said to be ofa much 
superior quality to that sun-dried 
Dried and preserved fruits—which lat~ 
ter should also receive equal attention 
—conduce greatly to pur health and 
comfort during that long period of the 
year when we are denied fresh fruits 
and vegetables. Asa little incidental 
industry of the farm too,it returns a 
bountiful profit aud often brings in a 
little ready cash ata most opportune 
time. 

Let us not forget, in this connection 
the blackberry crop, whichis getting 
to be of considerable commercial im- 
portance. 


THE BEST TIMH 10 CUT WAEAT. 
St. Louis Journal of Agriculture. 


In order to obtain the best results, 
wheat should be cut in what is desig- 
nated as the “dough state” of the grain. 
Experiments have been tried in Eng 
land to determine the best time to cut 
wheat. Three separate plats of, wheat 
of equal size were cut, the first twenty 
days before ripeness; the second ten 
— before; and the third when fully 


the product of grain from the differ- 
ent plats was as follows: 

No. 1, 166 pounds; No 2, 220 pounds; 
No. 3, 209 pounds. Here it appears 
that the plat cut ten days before it was 
tully ripe, or when in the dough state 
exceeded each of the others in the 
amount of grain produced. A test of 
grinding these sa * gave the fol- 
lowing per cent. of dour, shorts and

Here it is found that the grain cut 
ten duys before complete ripeness 
yielded less bran and shorts and more 
flour than that cut either ten days be- 
fore or ten days after. In this case it 
seems that in ripening, the bran had 
been thickened at the expense of the 
sterch. 

Auother item of superiority in the 
wheat of No. 2 is found in the fact that 
the flour made from it contains less 
water and more gluten than that from 
either of the other samples. This was 
as follows: 

Water. Gluten. 
No. 1 cut 20 days before ripe....15 7 94 


No 2 cut 10 days before : 15.5 9.9 
No. 8 cut when fully ripe 15.9 9 9 


Summing up facts in n this trial we 
find that which was cut in the dough 
state produced a larger amount of grain 
from the same area; the wheat pro- 
duced a higher per cent of flour, and 
the flour contained less water and more 

gluten than either of the other sam- 
ples This trial, which is corroborated 
y others, proves decisively that the 
best time to cut wheat is in the dough 
state. The straw at this stage is yellow 
at he ground, and all the remainder is 
still green, but is followed by a speedy 
change to yellow throughout the whole

His Great Speech on a Murder Trial 
Ide Last of the Rozier Case. 


It will be remembered that some 

time last March we published the detaile of 
the terrible murder of H. F. Rosier, u citizen 
of Sparta, Georgia. 
Soon after the killing Mr. John Monexhan, 1 
detective from this city, went to Sparta to work 
up the case. He managed it most adroitly, and 
brought his schemes to a clese by arresting Wm. 
Griggs. the town marshal, W. R Lovett and A. 
H. Barnes as the guilty parties. The arrest of 
these threé men created a profound sensation in 
the community, and the case has si ce that 
time been the subject of deep interest. 

At the April term of the supe- 
rior court Griggs was tried for his 
life and a verdict of murder was found. _ As he 
was conyicted on circumstantial evidence alone 
the jury recommended him t» the mercy of the 
court, and he was sentenced to the penitentiary 
for life.
